For to ſay Truth, ſuch an Office is but a 
ſofter word for a Penſion, therefore ſince 
theſe Men know before hand the Inconvent- 
enccs that attend the truſt of a Member of 
Parliament faithfully diſcharged, *tis very 
ſuſpicious and reflefting upon their Hone(- 
ty, if any ſich ſtand for jr; and think 
we are bound in Charity, nor can we do 
them a greater Curtiſy than to anfwer their 
Petition in the Lord's Prayer. Not to lead 
them into Temptation. 

[Þ. Suſpect all theſe (eſpecially if they 
are Men of ill Repute) who in their Profeſ- 
fion, or near Relations, hu dependence upon 
the Court, for altho to be the King's Ser- 
vant is no bar from being a Parliament- 
Man, or from ſerving bis Country hotieſtly 
tn that Station, and no doubt ſeveral of 
them have at diverſe times well diſcharged 
the ſame, yet frequently ſuch Perſons (un- 
worthily) gueſling at their Prince by them- 
ſelves, are apt to vote right or wrong, as 
they imaxgin will molt pleaſe the Preroga-

In the 19:b Year of King Fame!'s Reign» 
at a Parliament holden at Weſftminfer, there 
were ſhewn (faith Baker's Chroy. Fol. 418. 
two great Examples of Juſtice, which 
future Terrour are not unfit to be here re« 
lated z one upon Sir Giles Mompeſſon, a 
Gentleman otherwiſe of good parts; bur 
for practiſing ſundry Abuſes in ereQing 
and ſetting up new Inns and Ale-houſes, 
and exatting great Sums of Money of Peo- 
ple, by pretence of Letter Pattents grane- 
ed to him for that purpoſe, was ſentenced 
to be degraded from his Knight-hood, and 
i to bear any Officeſn the Common. 
wealth; tho he avoided the Execution by 
fying the Land. But upon Sir Francis / 
Mitchel, a Juſtice of Peacein Middleſex and 
one of the chiefeſt Agents, the Sentence of 
Degradation was executed, and he made ts 
ride with his Face to the Horſes Tail chro 
the City of London, The other Example 
was one Sir Fran. Bacon, Viſcount St. M- 
bons, Lord Chancellour of England, who for 
Bribery was put from bis place and commit- 
to the Tower. 

In King Charles the Firft time, moſt of 
the Judges that had given Opinions contre- 
ry to Law in the caſe of Ship-money were 
called to account and forced to fly for the 
fame: And in the 19th Year of K. Charles 
the Second, the Earl of Clarenden, Lord 
Chancellowr of England, being queſtioned in 
Parliament and retiring thereupon beyond 
the Seas, was by a ſpecial AQ baniſhed and 
diſabled. In a word, it was well and wiſe- 
ly faid of that Excellent Stateſman Sir 
William Cecil, Lord Burleigh, and High 
Treaſurer of England, that he knew not 
what an Aft of Parliament might not do: 
Which apothegm was approy** by.King

The (before-mentioned) old Lord Trea- 
ſurer Burleigh (who is thought tohave been 
the greateſt Stateſman that ever this Nation 
bred) did frequently deliver as a* Maxim, 
or\rather a Propheſy, That England can 
hardly be ruined, unleſs by her own Parliament ; 
undoubtedly foreſeeing that other Oppreſ- 
ſtons, as being wrought by Violence, might 
perhaps by viotenc? be in timz ſhaken off 
again: whereas. when in a Parliamentary 
way we are undone by a Law that can ne- 
ver be revers'd but by a down-right Rebel- 
lion, becauſe the Parties advantaged by that 
L3w will never agreeto the repealing of it. 

Such is the happy frame of your Goverr- 
meat, ſo prudently and ſo ſtrong have your 
Anceſtors ſecured Property and Liberty, 
(reſcued by Inches out of the Hands of en- 
croaching Violence) that you cannot be en- 
ſhaved bur with Chains of your own ma- 
king ;, for as you are never undone, till you 
are undone by Liw, ſo you can neyer be 
undone by a Law, ull you chule the undoing 
Legiſlators : and may not your Enemies add 
Scorn to their Crxe/ty, and pretend Juſtice 
for both, whea they can plead they had ne- 
ver trampled on your Heads, had not you 
laid them on the Ground ? 

From what has been ſaid, it evidently ap- 
pears of what vaſt importance it is at all 
times (when ever his Majeſty ſhall be plea- 
ſed to iſlue out his Writs for a Parliament) 
to chuſe(as much as io vs lies)a good Houſe 
of Commons, as we tender our Relizjon, 
Liberties, Ettates and Poſterity : Upon our 
well or ill chafing depends our well or ill 
being: *Tis here as in Marriage or War, 
there is no room for ſecond Errors; one 
AC may ruin a Nation beyond retrieve.
